SUPERINTENDENT 'S  REPOKT 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this  brief  report  on  the  activities  of 
the  School  and  allied  departments  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1945. 

For  the  past  year  we  had  a  total  enrollment  of  one  hundred 
thirty-eight  which  represented  attendance  from  fifty-eight  counties. 
Our  attendance  was  slightly  lower  than  previous  years;  this  we  be- 
lieve was  due  to  enactment  of  legislation  for  the  care  of  children's 
eyes,  a  good  program  of  accident  prevention  and  general  education 
for  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  eyes.

All  departments  of  the  school,  both  white  and  colored,  showed 
satisfactory  progress  and  the  usual  enthusiastic  interest  was  mani- 
fested by  students  and  teachers. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  children  was  ex- 
cellent and  that  we  experienced  not  even  a  childhood  epidemic  of 
any  kind. 

For  another  year  of  efficient  service  to  our  children,  we  are 
indebted  to  our  ophthalmologist.  Dr.  F.  B.  Zimmerman,  who  con- 
tinues his  work  without  remuneration. 

We  are  .ii.stly  j^roiid  of  the  recognition  given  former  pupils 
in  a  Talent  limit  Program  sponsored  by  a  local  firm.^  The  com- 
petition was  state  wide  and  the  weekly  program  was  open  to  the 
public.  Receiving  first  awards  for  piano  solos  were  Jesse  Allen 
and  Kenneth  Brooks;  tliird  place  for  singing  was  given  to  Vir- 
ginia Joe  Crawford.  The  prizes  were  war  bonds  and  cash. 

Our  troop  of  boy  and  girl  scouts  had  a  busy  and  interesting 
year;  Troop  Ten,  Boy  Scouts,  received  blue  ribbon  for  liigliest 
average  award  at  TsonondoAvaka. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  continued  their  work  making  many 
useful  articles  for  the  patients  at  Nichols  General  Hospital  and 
for  the  Blood  Center. 
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At  assemblj^  tlirougliont  the  year,  tlie  Dramatic  Circle  pre- 
sented huinorons  and  interestino-  skits  Avliich  were  well  received. 

Again  this  year  the  pupils  attended  the  Louisville  Phil- 
harmonic Concerts  which  they  tlioronghly  appreciated. 

The  usual  parties  and  entertainments  in  observance  of 
holidays  were  enjoyed.  Christmas  was  perliaps  tlie  most  out- 
standing of  the  entire  year  as  Santa  Clans  seemed  even  moi-e 
l)()untifnl  in  generosity  than  nsnal. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignations 
of  the  following  teachers:  Miss  Vernette  Scoggan,  Avho  liad  been 
coiniected  witli  the  School  for  fort.v-three  3^ears,  resigned  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Teachers'  Retirement  Sj'stem.  Miss  Beatrice 
Jones  left  to  be  married. 

Tlie  adnlt  work,  which  includes  the  programs  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Woi'kshop,  the-  Vending'  Stands  and  the  Talking  Book 
Project,  had  a  very  snccessful  year. 

In  making  possible  the  year's  achievements,  we  are  inde])ted 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  Advisory  Board  and  the 
entire  staff  personnel.

It  is  the  ardent  wish  of  the  Board  that  every  child  who  is 
eligible  shall  attend  this  school  and  receive  an  education  which 
will  enable  him  to  become  a  useful,  happy,  and  self-supporting 
citizen. 

The  course  of  study  is  similar  to  that  offered  by  the  public 
schools,  but  especially  adapted  for  the  blind. 

Skillful,  devoted  teachers  will  care  for  the  comfort,  health, 
and  welfare  of  your  child  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  homelike  and 
wholesome. 

Letters  to  parents  are  written  periodically  so  that  they  may 
be  kept  advised  as  to  the  health  and  progress  of  the  children. 
In  case  of  illness,  children  have  expert  doctors  and  their  parents 
are  promptly  notified. 

All  children  return  to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation 
but  extended  holidays  are  not  encouraged  during  the  school  year.

PLEASURES  OF  EDUCATION  TO  HER 
BLIND  CHILDREN 

Every  blind  child  in  Kentucky,  or  any  Kentucky  child  whose 
sight  is  so  poor  as  to  prevent  it  from  attending  an  oi'dinary 
school,  can  get  a  free  education  at  the  Kentucky  School  for  the 
Blind  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  There  is  no  charge  for  board, 
tuition  or  books. 

There  are  separate  schools  for  tlie  white  children  and  for 
the  colored  children,  some  distances  apart,  each  with  its  own 
staff  of  teachers.  The  State  has  endeavored  to  make  these  schools 
everything  they  should  be  for  the  education,  health  and  comfort 
of  the  blind  children  of  Kentucky.  The  buildings  are  large  and 
beautifully  situated  on  rolling  grounds  with  magnificent  forest 
trees,  and  filled  with  every  possible  device  for  the  training  of 
the  blind.  The  teachers  are  the  best  that  can  be  had,  thoroughly 
experienced  in  teaching  those  who  cannot  see. 

The  school  session  opens  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem- 
l)er  and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  children  going 
to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation. 

To  get  into  the  school,  it  is  necessary  that  the  child  have 
too  little  sight  to  attend  an  ordinary  school,  be  between  six  and 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  a  souiul  mind,  be  free  from  disease 
and  a  resident  of  Kentucky.
